THE WORLD'S LONGEST RAILROAD,
1t Is to Be Three Times as Longas the Dis-
- tance Across the States.

CHICAGO, July 9.—Nicholas Rossnoff,
captain of the Russian army and navy and
an attache of the Russian royal engineers,
is at the Richelien on his way to Viadivos-
tok, Biberia, where he will take charge of
the work of building che longest railroad in
the world, This road has just been begun
by the Russian Government It will be
built from Viadivdstok, on the Siberian
coast, to Moscow, Russia, 8 distance of 11,-
000 versts, or about 8,000 English miles.

- Captain Rosanoff says this immense line,

almost three times the distanee across the
United States, will be comnleted in five
y ears and commerce will be almost revolu-
tionized thereby.

From 84,500 Barrels a Day McDon-
ald Has Declined to 19,500,

FIRMS SUSPENDING OPERATIONA
